THE DEADLY HOWITZER FIRE 


Junior Otficers Denounce Admira 


Alexieff and Folly of Entering 


Upon War, 


London, Jan. 18. — In an interview 


had by the Nagasaki correspondent of 
the Express with General Stoessel the 
latter said: 


"The capitulation occurring 'on New 


Year's day was merely a coincidence. 
The loss of 203-meter hill and the sub- 
sequent capture of forts, 
combined 


with the deadly marksmanship with 
the terrible 11-inch shells, the depress- 
ing effect of the death of General Kon- 
dratenko and the awful increase of 
scurvy, really fixed the time of capitu- 
lation. It is quite untrue that I dis- 
sented from the unanimous decision of 
the final council of war. Our final 
urgent requests for relief were never 
answered. 
< 


"As regards parole. I distinctly dis- 


couraged any concerted action. Every 
officer decided for himself. 
Generally 


commanding officers stuck with their 
men and chose imprisonment. 
Most 


of the naval officers also chose captiv- 
ity, many probably being influenced 


- by the fear of impending courtmar- 


tial." 


The correspondent adds that conver- 


sation with other Russian officers re- 
veals great bitterness against and de- 
nunciations of Admiral Alexieff for his 
failure to properly fortify Port Arthur 
and "his cowardly flight" by the last 
train from the fortress. 
They say the 


torpedo-boat destroyers that escaped 
before the surrender carried all ths 
regimental and naval colors to Chefoo. 
The junior officers denounce the inca- 
pacity and folly of the government in 
entering upon the war, and declaie 
that all the men who return to Russia 
fioin Port Arthur are revolutionists in 
spirit. These opinions we^e openly 
expressed in ths presence of General 
Stoessel, who remarked: "Let them 
talk; they have earned the right to 
think as they please by braving untold 
deaths for our country." 


Destructive Howitzers. 


A correspondent of the Associated 


Press, writing from Port Arthur, says 
the fortress could hav.e held out for 
some time longer but for the fire of the 
Japanese 11-inch howitzers, which de- 
stroyed the food depots, the workshops 
and the ammunition stores, and made 
the repair of the defensive works im- 
possible. A close examination of the 
main line of the defense of the west 
half of the eastern fortified ridges 
from East Keekwan mountain to the 
destroyed 
Sunshu 
mountain 
fort, 


where the Japanese infantry assaults 
and bombardments were concentrated 
during the last days of the siege, dem- 
onstrated the tremendous effectiveness 
of the 11-inch howitzers. The Chinese 
wall on the slopes, the battery posi- 
tions upon the crest of the ridge, and 


lore surrender. Some or the guns of 
the secondary armament are intact, 
but most of tho small guns were re- 
moved to the forts. 


Russians Occupy Kashgar. 


London. Jan. 18. — Tho Morning 


Post's Shanghai correspondent says 
that the Chinese government com- 
plains that Russians have occupied 
Kashgar, the governor of which has 
appealed to the Chinese foreign board 
to 
open negotiations for the with- 


drawal of the Russians. Kashgar is 
the moat western city in Eastern Tur- 
liestan and has a population of 50,000. 


Religious Rivalry on Battlefield. 
St. Petersburg, Jan. 18. — Consider- 


able feeling has been aroused here by 
the report from Manchuria that sev- 
eral priests of the old Russian faith, 
who had voluntarily accompanied the 
troops to the field in order to minister 
to soldiers of their creed, have been 
prevented by the military authorities 
from rendering the last offices to the 
wounded and dying at the instigation 
of the regular clergy and driven off the 
battlefield. The dying soldiers refused 
the ministrations of the regular clergy, 
saying they wished to die in their ov/n 
faith. The report has evoked the com- 
ment that soldiers who are giving their 
lives for their country ought not to be 
persecuted and deprived of ;iie com- 
forts of their religion because they 
used two fingers in crossing them- 
selves instead of throe. 


Kuropatkin Reports. 


St. Petersburg. Jan.'is".--General Ku- 


ropatkin reports an attempt of a strong 
Japanese detachment of infantry, cav- 
alry and artillery to cut off the column 
of General Mislchenko's cavalry Jan. 
14, as the latter was about to retire 
northward. The Japanes° under cover 
of a mist outflanked the Russians. A 
battle ensued, the Russian artillery in- 
flicting heavy losses on the Japanese 
at short range and. then retiring. The 
Russian losses were five officers and 
40 men killed or wounded. General 
Kuropatkin also reported the return 
of a.Rusian patrol after blowing up the 
railroad and destroying a mile of tele- 
graph two miles north of Tatchekiao.

Tariff Revision Demanded. 


Thai the President is going to ha\e 


strong support in his demand for a 
revision of the tariff from 
members 


of his own party is evidenced by the 
action taken by the Republican mem 
bers ot the Wisconsin delegation in 
the National 
House of Representa- 


tives. At a meeting of the delegation 
a resolution favoring tanff 
revision 


was adopted. The preamble 
recites

forme it was stated that "we are not 
pledged to any particular schedule 
The question of rates is a practical 
question, to be governed by the condi- 
tions uf the time and of production," 
while in the platform of last year oc- 
curs this: "The measure cf protection 
ehould always be at least equal to the 
difference in the cost of production at 
home and abroad. We insist upon the 
maintenance of tue principle of pro- 
tection, and therefore ratis of duty 
should be readjusted only ^hen condi- 
tions have so changed-*that the public 
interest demands their alteration."

BAKER OF BROOKLYN. 


A ConKrcssmnn Whose Policy Has 
Earned Him Reputation as Objector.

Set Out Thin Year on Two Thou- 
•and Acrex — How the Trees Are 
Planted—Yellow Locuntii FurninJi 
Mont Daraljle and Lnntliis Material 
For CroKBtlea. 


The Peunsi'lvania Railroad has un- 


dertaken the task of cultnatmg tim- 
ber to furnish its cros.stics and will 
plant 800,000 trees this year, says the 
Philadelphia Public Ledger. The task 
of setting out 280,530 seedling trees 
was finished recently. The manage- 
ment of the company was prompted to 
raise trees by a realization of the ap- 
proaching scarcity of timber. It is the 
first railroad in the United States to 
provide for future ties. 


Acting under recommendations of a 


special committee of officers of the 
transportation department, a corps of 
men is preparing to plant 200,000 trees 
in the spring and 600,000 next fall. 
This will require 2,000 acres of land, 
which has already been selected along 
the principal divisions of the system. 
It is estimated that it will require 
thirty years for the trees to attain 
their full growth and that to supply 
the road's demand it will be necessary 
to plant 39,000,000 trees. 


The magnitude of this undertaking 


•was revealed in an address by J. T. 
Richards, chief engineer of mainte- 
nance of way of the Pennsylvania rail- 
road, before the American Forestiy 
Association of the United States and 
the forestry congress, recently in ses- 
sion at Washington. Mr. Richards said 
that his company had undertaken the 
task after mature deliberation. The 
management does not contemplate sup- 
plying all of its needs, but hopes to en- 
courage others to engage in the busi- 
ness. 


Mr. Richards said that the number 


of crossties in use on all railroads in 
the United States is estimated to be 
about 620,000,000. The number used 
annually for extensions and repairs is 
estimated to be from 90,000,000 to 110,- 
000,000, requiring annually the entire 
product of 200,000 acres or -woodland. 
Each year the supply of timber is far- 
ther from the base of transportation, 
many of the former sources of supply 
having been exhausted. The Pennsyl- 
vania railroad is now compelled to get 
its supply from inland Virginia, "West 
Virginia, Kentucky and other southern 
states'. 


The annual consumption of erossties 


on the Pennsylvania railroad east of 
Pittsburg and Erie for repairs only is 
estimated by Mr. Richards to be 3,000,- 
000. 
About 500,000 additional are re- 


quired annually for new work. It is 
eudent, therefore, he asserts, that all 
railroads must prepare for the future, 
for the supply will be exhausted soon. 
Especially is this true of -nhite oak 
and yellow pine. 
The Pennsylvania 


road has experimented with the yellow 
locust trees, and its plantings have all 
been of that kind. Ties made of this 
material are more durable and lasting. 


Chief Engineer Richards said that 


the trees planted have been seedlings 
two or three years old and cost, includ- 
ing labor, about 8 cents each. They 
were planted ten feet apart, averag- 
ing about 400 to the acre, although 54,- 
871 trees planted recently were placed 
six feet apart and 88,127 were set eight 
feet apart. The total number planted 
by the railroad company in Pennsylva- 
nia is as follows: Xewton Hamilton, 
13,610; Conewago, 68,460; Pomeroy, 20,- 
280; west of Atglen. 16,537; Atglen, 
8,108; Juniata Bridge, 20,730; New- 
port, 29,505; Vintage, 50,300, and along 
the Atglen and Susquehanaa branch, 
53.000, a total of 280,530 trees. 


The land, except a tract of fourteen 


acres at Kewton Hamilton, is owned 
by the railroad. To supply the increas- 
ing needs of Pennsylvania -alone Mr. 
Richards estimates that it will be nec- 
essary to plant 1,300.000 trees each 
year'for a period of thirty years, the 
time required for a tree to mature. If 
planted ten feet apart, or 400 to the 
acre, it will entail the continuous use 
of 97,500 acres, or 152 square miles, of 
land.
